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Applicant argues Crater does not teach links to data, structures and/or substructures in further distributed installations. Examiner 
respectfully disagrees, see Crater, col. 21 , lines 35-38, disclosure of controllers having pointers that point to data structures in other 
controllers on the network. Furthermore, Applicant's distinction between "controllers" and "federated installations" is without merit. In both 
Crater and the instant application, communication occurs between dispersed computing embodiments. 

Applicant challenges the introduction of Fleischman in response to Applicant's amendment of the independent claims. Examiner 
respectfully disagrees. Both the primary art, Crater, and Fleischman concern the database querying arts. Fleischman's introduction was 
solely for the purpose of teaching techniques to avoid "infinitte loop" scenarios wherein circular recursions would ensue in a processing 
system. 
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
